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The  Sun  is  of  the  nature  of  a  fixed  star. 

Mercury,  moves  round  the  Sun  in  88  days,  and  is  the 
nearest  planet  to  it. 

Venus,  next  above  Mercury,  moves  round  the  Sun  in  a- 
bout  225  days,  St  is  alternately  our  morning  and  evening  star. 

The  Earth,  next  above  Venus,  moves  round  the  Sun 
in  about  365  days,  6  hours  and  9  minutes. 

The  Moon,  moves  round  the  Earth  in  about  27  days, 
7  hours  and  43  minutes  ;  and  in  her  motion  there  are  won- 
derful irregularities  and  inequalities.  She  goes  with  the 
Earth  round  the  Sun. 


Mars,  next  above  our  Earth,  moves  round  the  Sun  in 
about  5  87  days. 

Jupiter,  next  above  Mars,  moves  round  the  Sun  in  a- 
bout  12  years.  •  He  is  the  largest  of  the  planets,  and  is  at- 
tended by  four  moons. 

Saturn,  next  above  Jupiter, nearly  as  large,  moves  round 
the  Sun  in  about  30  years,  and  is  attended  by  seven  moons. 
This  planet  is  encompassed  by  a  broad  flat  ring,  which  thro* 
a  good  telescope,  appears  like  two  rings,  one  concentric  to 
the  other  ;  and  is  quite  different  from  all  other  planetary 
phenomena,  with  which  we  are  acquainted. 

Herschel,  next  above  Saturn,  moves  round  the  Sun  in 
about  83  years,  and  is  attended  by  six  moons.

The  duration  of  this  eclipse  will  be  3  hours  and  eight  minutes,  and 
the  greatest  obscurity  will  be  10  digits  an  the  sun's  lowest  edge.  This 
is  one  of  the  greatest  eclipses  which  has  happened  for  many  years ; 
and  if  the  darkness  should  then  be  sufficient,  we  may  see  some  of  the 
largest  stars,  and  gloom  and  obscurity  will  shade  terrestrial  things.

Pain  in  the  bowls — a  t£bSt  spoon  full  of  Mustard  seed,  taken 
down  with  rum,  gin  br  brandy,  will  cure  instantly. 

Cut  or  bruise — a  plaster  of  balsam  of  fir :  if  the  cut  or  bruise  is 
not  very  bad  you  need  not  change  the  plaster,  but  only  wet  it  two  or 
I  imes  a  day  with  rum  or  brandy. 

Cough — When  you  go  to  bed  drink  a  pint  of  water  as  warm  as 
you  can  swallow  it ;  when  you  rse  drink  half  a  pint  of  warm  water. 

Ch  ;/v — Beat  die  hips  of  white  roses  (gathered  in  winter)  into 
p-ywoer,  add  half  as  much  sliced  nutmeg,  mix  them,  and  take  some 
m  all  your  Chink :  Thiu,  is  an  excellent  remedy. 

'Opsyf-- Tiikc  br .v.m  ashes  and  mustard  seed,  steeped  in  a  pint 
of  white  Sine ;  of  which  drink  often. 

Camp Disteinper — taj^e  a  handful  of  peach  tree  leaves;  boil 
them  down  strong;  then  add  as  much  molasses  as  there  is  of  the^
